llOB of the financial bill, some of the 
■anatora in the opposition replying to 
Mr. Aldricb. Tuesday Senator Bever- 
idge will deliver his speech on the 
Philippine problem, and Wednesday 
Will be devoted to eulogies of the late 
Vice President Hol)art. The greater 
part of the remainder of the week 
kill be devoted to the flnancea. the ob- 
jeet of the managers of the financial 
bill being to give as much time as pos- 
sible to this measure until It is acted 
upon. It is now understood that al 
most all the aenators opposed to the 
bill win talk upon It before the vote 
la taken, but there has not yet been 
EDjr arrangement of the ordf r in 
Whlcli they will address the senate. 

Outlook In Hous*. 

Washington. Jan. 8.— There is no 
program In the bouse for the present 
week. The only certain feature is the 
consideration of the urgent deficiency 
appropriation bill. It will be ready 
Tuesday or Wednesday. It will contain 
almost 950,000,000 for the army and 
oavy. and while it will paas when it 
reaches a vote, it may prerlpitnte a 
atormy debate upon the conduct of the 
war In tho Philippines.

Washington. Jan. 8.— The state- 
nents credited to the London Specta- 
tor regarding Germany and the Mon- 
roe doctrine caused some comment In 
diplomatic circles here. Officials of the 
Oerman embassy say they lament the 
appearance of aaeb atatementa, and 
declare they are published with a view 
of creating a distrust of Germany's 
real attitude toward the American na- 
tion.

Anglo-deniian A'.:reeiiient. 
Lisbon, Jan. 8.— A semi-official note 
to the preaa regarding the Anglo-Ger- 
man agreement has Just been issued. 
It is aa follows: The British and Oer- 
man governments, having prcvlouh^ly 
reached an agreement between tbem- 
aalvei, Infonni Portugal, in the event 
of her contracting a large loan for the 
purpose of reorganizing her finances, 
the two governments were disposed to 
guarantee the success of the operation 
At the same time the fovemments of 
Great Britain and Germany assured 
Portugal that this basis of agreement 
between them was the recognition of 
the integrity of the Portuguese col- 
onial dominions. The Portngusse gov- 
ernment declared that U had M BSed 
of such a loan. 



Germany's Rival, 
London, Jan. 8.— The Spectator pub- 
lishes an article entitled "Germany 
and the Monroe Doctrine," in which 
it says: "America and not England 
is the rival in German dominion. It is 
with America and not England that 
Germany realises she must struggle 
tor supremacy. We do ncft say for a 
moment that Germany regards Amer- 
ica as an enemy, but Germany realises 
It Is America that at this moment lies 
across Germany's path." The Specta- 
tor then goes on to declare that Ger- 
many's objective is South America, 
but that the Monroe doctrine bars 
' bar wajr.

The penalty upon conviction Is a fine 
of 116.000. confinement In Jc41 during 
the ssasloB of the legislature, and for- 
fflture of suffrage A similar charc" 
will be filed in the house, and a joint 
committee to iBvestisata tha charge 
is asksd. 

Senator Barrett (R.) moved an 

amendment to Investigato whrtjior 
Senator Harrell or any other member 
promised to vote on the contesta or 
other questions before the senate, in 
consideration of promises of appoint- 
ments to OlBce for hlin.self or oilier 
persons. The resolution providing for 
the Investigating committee, and with 
the amendment included, was adopted 
unanimously. 

Penafor Howard (R.) Offered a reso- 
lution for a special committee to in- 
vestigate Senator Harrell. In support 
of the resolution, he said that If the 
charge of agreeing to accept a bribe Is 
proved, Ifnrrcli l.s inolipible to a seat 
in the senate, and Is no gentleman. He 
asked that a nonpartisan committee 
be appointed, so that Harrell might be 
vindicated if he is Innocent, and not 
whitewashed iiy a commlttto Created 
for that purpose. 

Senator Carter (D.) said the resolu- 
tion already adopted provi'ding for the 
Whallen-Ryan Investigation carried 
with it an Invcstipation of Harrell. The 
point of order was made that in order 
to Investigate Harrell separately, 
formal charges must be filed as in the 
case of Whallen, and Howard with- 
drew his resolution.

^'be Cause af the Famous Prtest's 
Death Was Heart Failure. au> 
perlnUaced by an Attauk 
of Orlght's Disease. 



Newburg, N. Y,, Jan. 8.— Rev. Dr. 
Edward McGlynn, 62, rector of St. 
Mary's church, died at the rectory at 
6:20 p. m., after an illness o( about 
seven weeks, ot heart failure, auperin- 
duced by Brlght's disease. 

A minor surgical operation was per- 
formed on nr. McGlynn last night, but 
this did not aOect the patient or con- 
tribute materially to his death. During 
the night IDr. McGlynn had several 
sinking spells, and the physicians were 
called early to In.-; Ijcdside, where they 
remained until be died. At noon it was 
apparent that the end was near, and 
Dr. McOIynn received Holy Com- 
munion from the assistant rector of 
St. Mary's, who later administered ex- 
treme unction. After b|gh mass in the 
morning Dr. McGlynn was anointed. 
All efforts toward prolonging life wcie 
made by the physicians, but at 4 
o'clock the priest lapsed Into uncon- 
sciousness, his last audible prayer be- 
ing: "Jesus, have mercy on me." He 
passed away without recovering con 
sciousnesB. 

For two days past r. McOlynn had 
been troubled with hiccoughs, but was 
able to take llquir nourishment to the 
last. Dr. Mcdiynn wa.s aware that 
death was near, receiving, the word 
tranqnilly.

Ho had inhaled 
flames and will probably die. Scaling 
and extension ladders were raised by 
the firemen, and a number ot women 
and children who had collected on the 
flre ffcap* in front of the building 
were safely carried down. 

Courtmartlal Trial.

It Is 
represented that In order to evade this 
judgment. Captain ShiifiMl changed 
his residence to the District of Colum- 
bia, where he was subsequently de- 
clared bankrupt. His wife appealed 
to the war department.

London, J»n. 8 — Oeneral French re- 
ports a "herlouji a( cidf iit" to the First 
Suffolk ngiinent Four companies ot 
the regiment attacked a Boer position. 
Lieutenant Colonel Watson, in com- 
mand, was wounded, and a retreat 
waa ordered. Three quarters of the 
British reached their camp, but the 
others were overpowered and com- 
pelled to surrender. Seventy were 
taken prisoners. Including seven ofll- 
cers.

London, Jan. 8.— Goiieral Duller has 
wired the war office the lollowlng. 
dated Jan. 6. from Frern Camp: "The 
following message received from Gen- 
eral White at 1 p m today. Jan. 6, 
11 a. m ; attac k njiitiniKs and Mumy 
has been reinforced from the south.'

— Dan J Wessels, a 
brother of General Cornelius Wessels, 
the commander of the lioer forces be- 
sieging Kimberley, and cousin of Pres- 
ident Stepn of the Orange Free State, 
said In an Interview in Chicago: "I 
expect to got ba( k In time to have 
plenty of fighting I am convinced the 
war will last at least another year, 
and while the Boers will probably bo 
crushed, provided there is nu foreign 
Inttrventiou, there is certain to be a 
protracted period of guerilla warfare, 
for the Boers will fight to the last ex- 
tremity. 

Another Message From BuUer. 

London. Jan. 8.— General Buller 
sends the following from Frere camp: 
"This from White, dated Saturday. 
3:15 p. m.: 'Attack renewed. Very 
hard pressed.' 1 have absolutely no 
more news, and there is no sun. There 
is a camp rumor that White defeated 
the enemy at 5 p m. and took 400 
prisoners. I sent all available troops to 
make a demonatration at Colenso. 
Trenches wsrs all occupied by the en- 
emy." 

British Compelled to Retreat. 

Lourrnzo Marques, Jan 8.— A dis- 
patch from the lioer heudtjuartera 
near Dordrecht says: '"Ihe British 
have been compelled to retreat trom 
Dordrecht Fighting continues around 
Colesberg. where the British occupy 
some of the outside kopjes. Bullets are- 
dropping Inside the town." 

Deliberate Murder. 
New Castle, Pa., Jan. 8.— Jealousy^ 
was the cause of a deliberate and cold' 
blooded murder here, but the authori- 
ties were not notified until morning. 
Raphael Ambrosia and Peter Vara 
va, quarrymen. were in love with the 
aame girl. Oracle Valtra. Ambrosia, 
with two male friends, started out to- 
visit at a neighboring house. Varavadt 
lay in ambush for his rival, and whea 
the latter came abreast of him, Vara* 
vade drew a raaor across Ambrosia's 
face. He had evidently missed hU 
throat, for that was what he was aim- 
ing for, but he cut a gash that ex- 
tended from the forehead to the chin, 
laying bare the teeth and. in fact, 
opening the entire side of the tacei 
Ambrosia uttered a shriek and the- 
next Instant Varavada draw hlo revol- 
ver and holding It doio to tha alia of 
bis victim, fired.

THE MONEY TRUST. 
The latest monster in Wall street is 
the money trust, saya tho New York 
Journal. It has just gobbled op the 
Ulobe National Bank of Boaton which 
failed with creditors to the amount of 

The money trtut is the creation of 
John D. Rockefeller, the brains of an- 
other trust— the standard Oil— of J. I'ier- 
pont Morgan aud of the innumerable 
tribe of capitalieta that uo attached to 
them. 

The money trust has a valuable friend 
in the person of Lyman J. Oage, Seora- 
tary of the United Statea Treaaury. 

Thia gentleman, who haa been closely 
associated for a great many years with 
other members of the money trust, a few 
weeka ago provided about $12,000,000, 
belonging to the I'nited States, for the 
money trust, with which it accomplifibed 
the grabbing game it bad in view. 

A GOOD SUGGESTION. 
An exchange auggests an effect plan 

to wipe out the trusts. Here it is : 

Some years ago, when fevers were 
raginif on the Misficpippi, the Nile and 
the (idngeH, iinil wliea the |)ri(e of i|ui- 
nine was n«ir)_' by leaps and bouiKis, a 
liuuiane liepri'st-ntative in Congrees 
(Mr. .\lrKei)/ie, of Kentucky), moved 
mat tlx* duty on i|ii:nm(' be repealed. 
The res )lution waH fiasHi d, under a tuj- 
])ensii)U of the rulcn, Ijy h Kep\il)licau 
House, and waH cent to the .Senate, 
where it was pre mptly adopted. Thus 
the murderooa tax on quinine ceased 
t) exist. 

By a similar method the present Con- 
gress could eileclually deal with one of 
the most obnoxious and oppreaaive of 
the trusts, aa thus: 

"Whereas, the price on tinplate has

There are many other tariff sheltered 
combinationa In trade with which the 
repreeentativea of the people are famil- 
iar that could be made harmleaa by the 
same drastic legislative prooeaa. But 
t'nplate la so common an article of use 
and necessity that it is incredible that 
a mnjority in Congress would resist' an 
effort to repeal such a grievioustax upon 
the farmers and workiogmen of the 
country.

For example, it is stated that the 
big warehouse that was to have been 
built at Ripley to hold the Brown County 
tobacco that would be bought will not 
be built. Ground has been purchased 
and the lumber all delivered for the wart • 
houae and it would be a matter of surprise 
it the structure should not be built. It 
would be the surest indication that the 
trust had determined not to buy in the 
country. It has been demonstrated that 
the best results can be obtained from 
buying on the breaks, and triala made 
by the Continental Tbbaeco Company 
are known tO have ahowa this. The 
maintenance of buyeit in the country, 
theexpeuMof warehonaea, the centrali- 
zation and aaaorMng of the tobacco 
bought, all make the cost of buying in 
the country greater than buying on the 
breaks, to say nothing of the additional 
advantage of having all grades to choose 
from on the breaks. On the other hand, 
the prices realised bv the farmer on the 
breaks are better and more even than ou 
tobacco sold to buyers in the country. 
As a lesult of all circumatancea together, 
it looka very much as if the common 
good of both the big tobacco company 
and the warehouses would cause the 
company to rely on the warabonaea for 
praci ically all their leaf tobacco as here 

tofore.

STILL CRYING FOR HELP. 
Although Mr. .McKinley's Secretary of 
the Treasury has gone to the "relief" of 
the money market several times iu the 
put two months, the trouble ia not yet 
over, although the gold bugs are having 
full sway. Liatan to thia fh>m New 
York: 

It is the unanlmona opinion here, as 
far aa can be learned, that nnleaa Con* 
greaa takea aoma action that will relieve 
(ha Tieaaory department of the reapon- 
aiUlity aad remove the danger of finan- 
elalatriogency next summer, the Admin- 
iat^tion will find lUeU compelled to ac- 
capt oaa of two alternatives. Either the 
Secretary of the Treasury will be com- 
palled to buy Oovemment bonds at the 
aarket price, or elee the Adminiatration 
most face the peril of entering a political 
campaign in which Ita own existence is 
at stake, at the very moment when, ow- 
ing to our financial system, there will be 
a severe money-stringency, entailing per- 
haps much more daogeroua results tnan 
the brief panic of two weeka ago, while 
at the same time there is a congestion of 
money in the Treasury department. Al 
though the Secretary of the Treasury is 
(juoted aa having sraid that be would not 
buy boudH because the oiler to do so 
would cause an appreciation in jirice, 
nevertheless he may find hiniBelf com- 

gellod to do that. Tiio responsibility, 
owever, will not be upon liitn. It will 
remain with a l"()iii:re.>-H in full nynipatby 
with the Adininiblration, which is now 
fairly warnetl of what is liltely to happen 
next summer. E\ ery financier of ability 
in the United States sees this danger, 



A year or so ago on the suggestion of 
the BiLLKTiN, Council paaaed an ordi 
nance to put a atop to the promiaoooua 
distribution of samples of patent medi 
cines from house to house, aud retiuiring 
such stuff to be left in the bands of a 
person of mature years. That it was a 
good move on the part of Council every- 
body admits who knows the dangerous 
character of aome of these drugs. The 
Portsmouth Blade calla for aome legisla- 
tion of tha aana kind at that place. li 
aaya : 

"There haa been talk of ati^ngent leg- 
islation against the 'rampling' of new 
medical preparations from house to 
house and aomethlng of the kind abould 
be done. Many of these jireparations 
contain drugs that should only be taken 
under direction of a physician, yet the 
preparationa containing them are acat- 
terod broadeaat over tha city.

By prompt and akillfnl 
treatment he succeeded iu saving the 
life of Mrs. Suhler, but it waa a dose 
call. She is vety weak yet to<^y. The 
powder contained a heavy dose of one of 
the coal tar preparations aud its actions 
at the heart came very near being fatal. 

"There have been several oaaea of tbla 
kind and aome means should be taken to 
put a stop to this indiscriminate throw- 
ing about of samples of these prepara- 
tiona."

The Senate was the only brantb of the 
Legialature in leaaion Satarday. By a 
vote oi twenty to fuurteen it adopted a 
rule which will block any attempt of the 
Republicana to prevent • Joint Naaion 
for eonnderioK the cdnteata foi Uo?ereor 
and Lieutenant Governor. 

The rule makes Speaker Trimble, of 
the Hotwe, Obairman of the Joint MMion, 
instead of Lieut. Governor Marshall.

The new rule will be voted upon in the 
House to-day. It provides also that a 
joint resolution ia not neceiaary to call a 
joint sesaioD, but that one may be called 
by Speaker Trimble. 

It ia given out that the purpose of the 
role ia aimply to prevent the Kepubli- 
cani from delayinK, by fllibasterinfr, the 
hearinsof the iin|)ortant contests for Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor. It was 
explained that no discourtesy waa in- 
tended to Prc'Eident Manhall by making 
the (Speaker of the House the presidinK 
ofBoer, but it was done because both Prea- 
i'lent Marsliall and President pro tern 
Goebel have a personal interest in the 
rasnlts, and therefore it woald not be 
proper for either to preside. 

John H. Wballen and Charles U. Ryan 
were cbarKed with contempt of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, in information filed with 
the Senate Saturday by Senators Cren 
abaw and Thomas, charging an attempl 
to bribe Senator Harrell. A resolution 
was adopted by the Senate providing for 
a joint committee of the two houses to 
investigate and report upon the char^iee 
the committee being charged also to ae 
certain whether Senator Harrell or any 
other Senator ever apreed to arcept 
bribe.
